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What is claimed is: 

(Currently Amended) A systenri, nwBrod and computer program product for promotrng targeted 
purchasing and fan loyalty to ^rts and entertinment celebrlties-and the produde and causes tliey 
promote and endorse-through the use ofc a smart card with an integrated circuit device, which oters fans of 
sports and entertainment celebrities memay and microprocessing capabilities, including "contacf and 
•cOTtact-les^ devices, and which eBher displays or contains the Images, names, logos» or other identifying 
monikers and/or elements of celebrities on or In any device using IC technology; an applicalion service 
provider for all hardware, software, and infrastructure needs and supped, including data base management; 
a smart card terminal or oth«r IC technology reading device connected either to the user's PC or Madnlosh 
computer, or a merchanf a terminal; a con^Hiter program product working in conjunction with smart cards 
and other IC devices that provide fans seamless and Instant Internet oonnedlon to the chosen celebrities^ 
fan dub Web sites as a point of entry to the Web, a W* store operated by an applicatk)n sewice provider. 
maieuverdl»Bty and efficiencies while searching and shopping on ttie Web, and tan^bte, on or off-fine 
paybacks and benefite In return for fiie fans* loyalty to their chosen celebrities a set of special software 
programs offering passwoKt-protected, hierarchfcaJ access to not only the celebrities' fan dub pages, but

1 . (Original) A system, method and computer program product for promoting targeted purchasing and fan 
toyalty to sports and entertainment celebrities-and the producte afid causes they promote and endorse- 
Birough the use ofi an enAedded Integrated circuit (IC) device, such as that found in the smart c»d and 
other devtoes using IC tedmology , whtoh offers fans of sporte and entertainment celebrities memory and 
nwroprocessing exilities Cindudlng "contact' and "contact-less' devices) and Which either displays or 
contains tfie images, names, logos, or other identifying monikers eendior elemente of celebrities on or in any 
device using IC tedmology; an ^plication servkje provider (ASP) for an hardware, software, and 
infrastnicture needs and support, induding date base management; a smart card temvnal or other IC 
technology reading dome connected ^er to the user^ PC or Madnto^ computer, or a merchant's 
terminal; a computer program product working in oonjunctton with smart cards and other IC <tevices that 
provkte the fans seaniess and instant Internet connection to the chosen celebrities' fan dub Wd> sites as a 
pdnl of entry to the Web, a Web store operated by an applicatton service provider (ASP), maneuverabDity 
and effidencies while searching and shopping on the Web, and tangtote, on or off-line paybacks and 
benefite in return for the fans? loydty to their chosen oetebrilte^ a set of spedal software programs offering 
password protected, hlerarchfcal access to not only the oefebri8etf fan dub pages, but also to the 
cetebritietf preferred cross-mari<eting links, as well as downteadabte and updatable homewori^ help links for 
studente. fan rewards for travel and related services, and date storage and retrieve, such as ship-to and bill- 
to names and addresses for convenience when shopping on-line, and for storage of the IndivlduaTS favorite 
web site Universal Resource Locators (URLs); 

2. (Currently Amended) The smart card or other integrated circuit (IC) ^stem as defined in daim 1 uses 
nrultlpte user platfonns, a compatible personsi computer (PC) running a compatible operating system, a 
programmed, and a programmable, smart card to fadlHate and enhance not only Internet maneuverabllify, 
effidoides, and senrtces for the fan, iHJt also off-line benefite for shopping, travel, dining, ca^ rentals, and 
related eervtee^ when conducted in conjunctton with partfoipating merchante. 

2. (Orighal) The smart card or other integrated drcuit (IC) system as defined in daim 1 uses mulUpte user 
platforms-lnduding but not limited to an IBM.TM. or con^atibte personal computer (PC) running the 
MfcrosoflRTM. Windcws 95/98.TM. or Windows NT.TM. operating system, a Macinto*.RTM. computer 
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running the MacJRTM. OS operatmg system or fte like-in COTiblnation wth a programmed-and 
programmabte-smart card, or other IC device, to fadlitale and enhance not only Internet maneuverability, 
efficiencies, and services for the fan, but also ofHine benefits for shopping, travel, dining, car rentals, and 
related services^ when conducted in conjunction witti participating merchants. 

a (Orlgind) The ^stem as defined in daim 1 dtetrtoutes specUd programmed code logic through a CD-Rom 
disc, or other media, to the fan's hard drive, enabling the fan's con^uter tsnrinal to read what is on the 
smart card and to download additional soflware directly from the ASPs web «te, once the card is inserted 
into the tenmlna*. 

4. (Original) The system as delined in dalm 1 allows for updates from the ASP tiat keep the fans' cpscounls 
and rewards pack^es current thr<Hjgh a grapWcal user interface (GUI) on the ASP's web site component, 
which aitow® fans to witer and save to the smart card th^r favorite, password-protected Universal Resource 
Locators (URLs), multiple credit card account information Onduding other smart cards), and "ship to* and 
"bill to' drag and drop infiormation. 

5. (Ordinal) The spwrfal software programs as defined in dalm 1 reskle on the user's hard drive- once they 
are toaded into the hard drive, either through CD-Rom or other such device, or through a dred download 
from the ASP'S Web site-and use flie code logic therein that altows the software to oommunfcate with the 
user's tenninal. read what is on the smart card, and load new data to the card. 

6. (Original) The spedd software programs as defined in dalm 1 use the mvention's EZ Net program to 
access the SmartKids Honr»worii Links oon^onent of the invenflon- connecting younger users to 
programmed, educational URLs and saving hours of searching time-and altownig for downloading of the 
user*s personal chokje UW-s. 

7. (Original) The spedal software programs as defined in dabns 1 « 5 and 6 oommurocate with the smart 
card once it is inserted into the terming and ttie soflware communicates wih the browse, first taking the 
user instanSy and seanriessly to the celebrity's fan dub Web site, then to related Unks accessed from fhA 
W^site. 

8. (Origind) The method as defined in daim 1 relates to distributing the smart card either through a starter 
kit contsHning the card with the celebrity's photographto image, name, togo, or other ktenUiying moniker or 
symbol, a program CD-Rom, and a smart card terminal or reader, or through an expandon kft containing 
only the Celebris smart card and proQiasn CD-fRm 

9. (Original) The mefiiod as defined in dalm 1 relates to i^ng an emb6d(ted integrated circuit (iC) devtoe, 
sudi as a smart card, as the vehkte for oonneding fans to their favorite sports and entertainment c^brities 
and providing those fans wHh both on and off-line rewards and paybacks for their toy ^ to tteir diosen 
celebritiea 
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
